NEWS  FROM  THE  NATION'S  CAPITOL

Here  it  is,  January  11,  1975  and  time  again  to  start  out  the  New  Year,  I hope  that 
you  all  had  a Happy  Holiday  Season. 

I just  received  my  November-December  issue  of  the  Rag  Picker  and  found  that  I have 
again  been  reelected  to  the  Board  for  which  I am  very  thankful  to  those  who  voted 
for  me.  I am  also  very  happy  that  two  types  of  Board  Members  have  been  approved 
and  elected.  I find  it  extremely  difficult  to  be  in  attendance  at  the  meetings 
in  Michigan  and  sorry  for  this.  I do  want  to  do  my  part  for  the  Club  and  believe 
that  in  my  present  capacity  I can  be  of  some  service.  So  again,  Thanks.  xAs  time 
has  passed,  I have  come  into  some  information  that  I hope  will  benefit  all  r.ote 
collectors  out  there  where  ever  you  are.  I am  enclosing  the  B.E.P's  list  of  ending 
serial  numbers  for  the  series  of  notes  just  ended.  In  the  case  of  the  ones,  it  was 
the  69D  and  for  the  higher  denominations  it  was  the  69C.  These  lists  include  -both 
regular  and  Star  Notes. 

Don't  forget  that  there  has  been  another  new  block  of  Star  Notes  for  the  1969A 
series  of  $5.00  FRN's.  It  was  previously  reported  by  the  B.E.P.  that  there  wore  no 
Stars  for  the  9th.  District  printed,  but  now  they  admit  to  the  following  640,000. 
serial  ranges  between  100  640  001*  and  101  280  000*.  Thanks  again  to  Bob  Jackson 
for  the  tip  and  request  for  information  on  his  find.  As  far  as  Cope  Notes  go,  I am 
also  enclosing  the  current  listing  for  the  serial  ranges  as  supplied  to  me  late  in 
December.  By  the  time  that  they  reach  you,  they  may  be  superceeded,  but  I will  send 
them  along  anyway  in  hopes  that  they  help. 

I found  out  an  interesting  thing  about  Cope,  until  last  week,  I thought  that  there 
was  no  final  inspection  for  Cope  printings.  Then  I found  in  a deck  of  100  Cope  Notes 
from  the  Richmond  District,  one  Star  Note  and  one  note  scheduled  and  marked  for  re- 
placement by  a Star  Note,  but  missed  by  an  inspector.  As  I believed  this  to  be 
unusual,  I called  and  inquired  at  the  B.E.P.  I was  informed  that  not  all  of  the 
Cope  Notes  are  inspected,  but  certain  selected  inspections  are  made.  I am  sure  that 
this  will  surprise  as  many  others  as  it  did  me.  If  anyone  else  has  some  input,  I 
would  like  to  follow  this  further. 

Recently  a lot  of  information  about  breaks  in  Star  Note  serial  numbers  is  causing 
quite  a stir  thru  the  hobby.  I don't  believe  that  all  is  known  about  this  at  this 
time,  but  I sure  hope  that  someone  will  be  kind  enough  to  take  the  time  and  write 
something  about  it  and  put  it  out  where  the  new  collector  has  a chance  to  find  out 
about  it  before  it  becomes  too  late. 


I also  would  like  to  find  out  about  an  error  note,  which  I have  been  shown.  It  is  a 
1974  second  printing  error.  Double  printing  of  the  face  for  about  7/8ths.  of  the 
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face.  Every  thing  is  doubled  to  just  below  the  signatures  from  the  top  to  the  bottom 
The  doubling  stops  at  the  top  edge  of  the  bottom  border  of  the  note.  I will  have 
some  pictures  of  this  note  soon  and  I need  some  help  on  value  and  interest.  As  it 
does  not  belong  to  me,  the  party  who  owns  it  is  willing  to  part  with  it  through  me. 

I would  like  to  add  my  voice  again  to  those  who  are  striving  to  revive  the  $2.00 
bill.  I hope  that  our  government  will  again  resume  the  printing  of  these  notes 
and  that  the  public  will  accept  and  use  them  on  a regular  basis. 

I would  hope  that  there  are  some  out  there  who  would  share  with  the  new  collectors 
the  very  important  information  of  running  a Federal  Reserve  Note  Collection.  How 
to  house  it,  obtain  it,  maintain  it  and  proper  record  keeping  for  it.  Then,  there 
are  those  who  have  experience  with  selling  their  collections  or  disposing  of  them. 

A few  points  in  this  area  would  help  all  of  us.  How  about  advertising?  Both  for 
notes  wanted  and  notes  for  sale?  These  are  but  a few  of  the  areas  that  new  collec- 
tors need  help  in.  I would  hope  that  the  Rag  Pickers  of  the  PMCM  will  be  willing  to 
help  with  material  in  these  areas. 

Many  more  letters  are  appearing  in  the  Rag  Pickers  these  days  and  I hope  that  in 
1975  there  will  be  many  more  and  several  on  a regular  basis. 

I think  that  in  the  past  that  new  members  of  the  pMCM  were  listed  and  the  sponsor 
was  also  listed  for  the  new  member.  Maybe  some  sort  of  a contest  would  increase 
our  membership  or  should  we  just  concentrate  on  providing  information  of  a current 
nature  to  those  who  are  interested? 

Well,  now  that  I have  brought  all  of  this  out  into  the  open,  I will  close.  I hope 
that  the  views  expressed  by  me  in  this  letter  will  serve  as  food  for  thought  for 
this  whole  year.  Happy  Hunting  and  Trading  to  all  in  1975.

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This  is  a story  or  tribute  to  one  of  our  Charter  Members,  Matt.  Jackson,  who 
died  in  1971.  I knov;  there  are  a lot  of  PM CM  members  that  knew  Matt,  as  he  hit 
all  of  the  shows  from  Canada  to  Mexico  and  New  York  to  California.  He  was  known 
as  a "vest  pocket"  dealer  or  "short  stop"  Jackson,  to  all  of  the  other  Rag  Pickers. 
He  carried  from  $100  to  $1000  at  all  times  in  his  coat  pocket  in  large  or  small 
bills,  good  trading  material  and  was  an  authority  on  paper.  The  term,  "short 
stop"  comes  from  getting  a good  trade  at  one  bourse  table  and  moving  a short 
distance  down  the  aisle  swapping  for  other  "goodies".  A good  example  of  his 
dealings,  he  sent  me  five  $20.00  Gold  notes  from  Florida,  one  year  and  told  me  to 
send  the  price  by  registered  mail  to  his  hotel.  I had  to  scurry  around  to  dig  up 
the  cash,  so  I could  do  a little  wheeling  and  dealing  myself.  He  liked  to  make 
expenses  on  his  trips  and  pick  up  rare  notes  for  his  own  collection. 

One  evening  while  traveling  in  Chicago,  his  home,  he  passed  a coin  shop  new  to  him, 

so  he  stopped  in.  The  dealer  had  an  interesting  note  unfamiliar  to  Matt  and  the 
dealer.  Matt  bought  it  after  a little  "hoss  trading"  for  $25.00.  He  took  it  to 
a show  later  and  he  and  his  buddies  tracked  it  down  to  a rare  Texas  Territorial 
Note  worth  $500.00  or  more.  When  I saw  it,  it  looked  like  a piece  of  Confederate 
Currency  and  would  have  passed  it  up  also. 

Matt  died  of  a heart,  attack  in  Florida  in  while  attending  a coin  show.  We 

were  expecting  a few  bills  in  the  mail  from  him  when  we  heard  the  news.  The  Strang, 

part  of  his  death  was  the  lack  of  currency  on  his  person  or  in  his  room.  His  son 
went  down  to  claim  the  body  and  collect  his  belongings,  but  a small  amount  of  cash 
was  turned  over  to  him.  Somewhere  between  the  Hotel,  Hospital  and  Police  Station 
there  was  some  real  choice  pieces  of  paper  money  lost  or  stolen.

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THE  ROBBERY  OF  THE  PEOPLES  BANK  IN  1864  IN  HUDSON , MICHIGAN 

By  P.  H.  (Jim)  Frans 

There  are  many  interesting  side  lines  in  the  history  of  the  early  banking  periods 
in  the  State  of  Michigan.  The  early  banks  were  plagued  by  counterfeiters,  altered 
notes  or  bills,  phony  specie,  unscrupulous  bankers  and  bank  swindlers.  Little 
wonder  that  our  forefathers  did  not  put  much  trust  in  banks.  One  of  the  interest- 
ing side  lights  of  this  period  was  the  robbery  of  the  Peoples  Bank  in  Hudson, by 
William  Treadwell,  the  cashier  of  the  Peoples  Bank. 

William  W.  Tread/was  the  son  of  Urias  Treadwell,  and  was  bom  and  brought  up  on  a 
farm  in  the  Township  of  Pittsford.  He  attended  such  schools  as  "Hudson"  and  "Pitts 
ford"  then  enjoyed  and  afterwards  graduated  from  a business  course  in  an  Ohio 
Institution.  After  his  return  to  Hudson,  he  clerked  for  a while  in  a dry  goods 
store  and  then  for  a short  time  was  in  the  dry  goods  trade  with  William  W.  Palmer. 
After  leaving  Palmer  he  asked  and  obtained  permission  to  assist  in  the  Peoples 
Bank,  then  owned  by  the  Hon.  John  M.  Osborn,  without  a salary,  just  to  learn  the 
business.  He  was  apt,  punctual  and  faithful,  and  mastered  the  business  rapidly. 

At  length  he  became  a partner  in  the  bank  and  finally  in  1859,  Osborn  sold  his 
interest  in  the  bank  to  Urias  and  William  W.  Treadwell.  In  1882,  he  married 
Mary  E.  Hester,  of  Huron  County,  Ohio  and  a little  while  before  the  robbery, 
became  sole  proprietor  of  the  bank,  his  father  allowing  the  use  of  his  name  to 
assist  his  son.  In  stature  William  was  considerably  below  the  average  height, 
slender  in  form  and  had  a very  dark  complexion.  He  had,  by  his  pleasant  ways  and 
obliging  disposition,  made  himself  very  popular  among  the  farmers  and  business  men 
and  his  safe  contained  large  sums  of  money  deposited  on  account  of  such  friendship. 
In  December,  1863,  the  treasurers  of  the  Townships  of  Pittsford,  Rollin  and  Hudson 
commenced  to  deposit  their  collections,  which,  increasing  day  by  day,  would  be 
allowed  to  remain  there  until  February  the  first,  when  the  larger  part  would  be 
withdrawn  to  pay  State  and  County  taxes.  It  now  seems  that  he  had  nurtured  a deep 
scheme  of  villainy,  for  on  the  18th.  day  of  January,  1864,  he  sent  letters  to  all 
the  bankers  of  Detroit,  Toledo,  Cleveland  and  Chicago,  enclosing  drafts  on  the 
Continental  Bank,  New  York,  asking  for  discount,  or  in  plain  words,  a loan.  The 
bodies  of  the  letters  were  alike,  except  for  the  amount,  the  address  and  post- 
script varied.  Here  is  a samples 

PEOPLES  BANK 

Urias  Treadwell,  Pres.  HUDSON,  MICH. 

W.  W.  Treadwell,  Cashier  January  18th. , 1864 


Dear  Sir:  Herewith  I inclose  my  draft  on  the  Continental  Bank  in  New  York  for 
$1,000.  Please  send  me  proceeds  in  treasury  notes  per  United  States  Express. 

Yours  respectfully, 

W.  W.  Treadwell,  Cashier 

P.S.  Do  you  keep  5 to  20  Treasury  Notes  for  sale? 

These  letters  and  drafts  were  dispatched  by  mail  Saturday,  January  16th.,  and  he 
evidently  expected  to  get  returns  by  Tuesday  night.  Tuesday  morning  he  went  to 
Adrain  and  got  $4,500  from  the  bank  there.  On  his  return  from  Adrain  he  carried 
in  his  hand  a small  black  satchel.  He  immediately  went  to  Mr.  Galusha,  the  express 
agent  and  inquired  for  money  packages  and  received  seven  packages  from  as  many 
banks.  Mr  Galusha  remarked,  "You  are  receiving  considerable  money."  "Oh," 
said  Treadwell,  "that  is  not  all  I got."  Throwing  aside  the  lapel  of  his  overcoat 
he  exhibited  the  Adrain  packages  in  the  inside  pockets.  These  packages  he  put  into 
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the  satchel  and  going  to  the  bank  threw  it  under  the  counter,  giving  it  a careless 
kick,  as  thought  of  but  little  consequence.  On  Wednesday,  he  received  several  more 
packages,  but  as  yet  not  all  of  the  banks  had  responded.  He  evidently  feared  to 
wait  any  longer  and  the  sequel  shows  that  his  fears  were  well  founded. 

That  Wednesday  night  the  clerk  of  the  bank,  Ilr.  Webb,  and  Chester  C.  Pease  spent 
the  evening  with  some  lady  friends  in  the  South  part  of  the  village  and  instead  of 
returning  to  his  boarding  place  that  night,  Mr.  Webb  went  out  to  his  father's 
house  a little  Southof  Lowe's  mill.-  He  came  into  town  next  morning  and  proceeded 
to  the  bank.  The  bank  building  had  been  burned  in  the  fire  of  the  3rd.  of  January 
and  temporary  quarters  had  been  provided  for  it  in  the  hardware  store  near  by. 

Pease  saw  Webb  go  towards  the  bank  and  started  to  go  in  that  direction,  but  he  met 
Webb,  ashy  pale.  "Chet,"  he  said,  "there  is  something  wrong,  I- can't  open  the  safe. 
"Perhaps,"  said  Pease,  "Billy  has  changed  the  combination."  "No",  replied  Webb, 

"he  never  does  that  without  telling  me."  So  saying,  they  reached  the  store.  Again 
again  they  tried  to  open  it  without  success.  At  this  point  a New  York  "runner" 
came  in  and  said,  "Let  me  try  it".  He  took  hold  of  the  knob  and  in  a few  minutes 
the  door  swung  out  on  its  hinges.  But  what  a discovery.'  The  well  filled  safe  of 
the  night  before  was  empty.'  Every  dollar  in  currency  had  flown-.  "Where  is  Tread- 
well?" was  the  next  inquiry;  but  he  could  not  be  found  and  then  the  fact  became 
evident  that  he- had  robbed  the  bank  and  run  away.  Then  Galusha  told  of  the  little 
black  satchel,  but  it  too  was  gone.  An  examination  of  the  books  shov/ed  he  had 
taken  forty-two  thousand  dollars  in  round  numbers  from  the  safe,  but  the  money  he 
obtained  of- the  banks  did  not  go  into  safe  nor  into  the  books i He  had  saicl  nothing 
to  his  clerk  of  those  transactions.  To  say  there  was  intense  excitement  conveys 
but  a faint  idea  of  the  situation.  Money  was  .deposited  to  await  investment, 
the'  soldier's  earnings  and  the  widow's  mite  wereall  gone.  So.  intense  was-j  the 
excitement  that'  it  was  almost  unsafe  for  the  grief  stricken  father  to  appear  upon 
the  streets.  A partner  of  his  guilty  son  --  only  in  name  — yet  so  far  as  the 
people  knew,  a real  partner  according  to  law  and  he  was  answerable  for  the  sums 
entrusted  to  the  bank.  The  powers  of  law  were  invoked  and  before  night  a score  of 
suits  had  been  commenced  and  the  baliff's  voice  became  familiar  as  household  words 
to. his  ears. 

From  all  the  information  .afterwards  obtained,  it  appears  that  after  the  clerk 
left  the  bank  Tuesday  night,  Treadwell  returned  and  transferred  the  money  packages 
from  the  safe  to  his  black  satchel.  He  had  sent  his  wife  to'  her  father Vs.  house  on 
a visit  a few  weeks  previous  and  he  was  for  the  time  being  boarding  at  the  Exchange 
Hotel.  About  ten  o'clock  he  sauntered  into  the  office,  satchel  in  hand  requesting 
the  clerk  to  call  him  for  the  morning  train,  he  went  in  to  his  room. 

At  three  o'clock  Thursday  morning,  January  21st.,  1864,  William  W.  Treadwell, 
satchel  in  hand  wended  his  way  to  the  depot.  He  carried  with  him  his  father's 
wealth,  the  savings  of  the  widow  and  the  fatherless,  as  well  as  the  thousands 
of  the  rich  men,  but  he  left  behind  a crushed  and  heart  broken  father,  home 
and  home  associations  but  above  all,  and  more  than  all,  his  honor  and  his  in- 
tegrity. He  carried  thousands  of  dollars,  but  the  hand  that  grasped  it  was  a 
felon's  hand.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  telegraph  was  put  in  use  and  the  various 
points  informed  of  the  robbery  and  flight.  The  discounted  drafts  commenced  ar- 
riving at  the  Continental . Bank,  on  the  20th.  and  so  great  was  the  confidence  in  the 
Peoples  Bank,  although  its  account  was  already  overdrawn,  the  bank  officers  paid 
the  drafts  presented  to  the  amount  of  $7,000  before  a dispatch  sent  on  the  21st. 
apprised  them  of  the  condition  of  affairs.  Five  thousand  dollars  arrived  after 
his  departure,  but  the  express  agent  returned  it  at  once  to  the  banks  from  which 
it  came. 
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On  February, .11,  1864,  the  following  dispatch  was  received  at  Hudson: 

Mansfield,  0.  February  11th. 

Thos.  Bate,  Hudson: 

I have  arresced  William  Treadwell.  What  shall 
I Do?  Answer  immediately! 

C.  C.  Keech 

Mr.  Keech  was  on  the  police  force  at  Mansfield  and  had  formerly  known  Treadwell 
and  seeing  him  in  a carriage  at  Mansfield  depot  he  at  once  arrested  him.  The 
officers  at  Adrain  were  at  once  notified  and  in  a little  time  Sheriff  Hough,  W.  H. 
Walby, . J.  M.  Osborn,  J.J.  Hogaboam  and  some  others  were  on  their  way  to  Mansfield. 
Before  leaving  Adrain,  however,  they  learned  that  Treadwell  had  procured  a writ  of 
habeas,,  corpus,  returnable  before  the  Probate  Judge  immediately.  Keech  was  in- 
structed to  procure  .counsel  and  prolong  the.  matter  until  the  arrival  of  the  party. 
They  have  -a  peculiar  law  in  Ohio,  which  provides  that  if  while  a person  is  before  a 
court  on  a writ  of  habeas  corpus,  a sheriff  of  another  state  with  a proper  warrant 
demands  the  prisoner,  the  court  shall  make  an  order  for  his  removal  without  waiting 
for  a requisition,  Keech,..  as  directed,  employed  counsel  and  they  (there  were  two  of 
them)  raised  and  argued  objections  until  10:00  o'clock  at  night.  One  of  them  was  on 
the'  floor  speaking  when  the  party  arrived  and  looking  over  his  shoulder  at  the  party, 
he  continued,  "But,  I see,  your. Honor,  the  sheriff  of  Lenawee  County  has  arrived 
with  a proper  warrant  for  the  prisoner's  arrest  and  he  now  demands  an  order  for 
his  removal."  The  Michigan  papers  were  immediately  examined  and  an  order  made  for 
Treadwell ' s removal . 

As  soon  as  Keech  could  be  gotten  aside  the  question  was  asked,  "Where  is  the 
satchel?"  Keech  answered,  "When  I arrested  Treadwell  there  was  a man  and  a woman  in 
the  carriage  with  him.  There  was  a little  black  satchel  on  the  seat,  but  as 
Treadwell  did  not  claim  it  I left  supposing  it  to  belonged  to  the  woman."  A littl' 
more  inquiry  revealed  the  fact  that  the  man  and  woman  were  Treadwell's  father-in- 
law  and  his  wife  and  that  the  man  took  the  satchel  into  the  cars  with  him.  Hester 
was  seen,  but  he  denied  any  knowledge  of  the  satchel  or  money. 

After  ho.  had  b^an  in  jail  a few  days  Treadwell  offered  to  make  an  assignment  for 
the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  but  claimed  to  have  only  $32,000.  In  consideration 
of  his  assignment  he  wanted  all  prosecutions  dropped,  his  creditors  to  sign  a 
paper  to  that  effect.  This  they  unanimously  declined  to  do. 

On  the  30th.  day  of  March,  Treadwell  made  an  assignment  to  Charles  M.  Croswell,  the 
assignment  to  become  operative  when  the  creditors  should  sign  the  desired  agreement. 
He  made  a detailed  statement  of  his  affairs  from  which  it  appeared  his  total  assets 
were  $31, 389. 17; .his  father-in-law  was  to  put  in  $30,000  more  making  in  all 
$61,489.17.  He  also  stated  his  liabilities  to  be  $66,190.61.  Believing  it  to  be 
the  best  that  could  be  done,  many  of  the  creditors  signed  the  agreement,  but  so 
many  refused  that  the  offer  went  for  nothing. 

On  the  seventh  day  of  May,  Hester  came  to  Hudson  to  take  up  Treadwell's  matters. 

It  was  generally  believed  he  had  the  money.  The  boys  held  an  impromtu  meeting  in 
front  of  the  hotel  and  discussed  the  matter.  Warming  up,  some  of  the  boys  express- 
ed their  belief  in  the  efficacy  of  mob  law  in  such  cases.  It  happened  his  room 
was  so  located  he  could  hear  every  word  that  passed.  He  became  so  frightened 
that  he  dressed  himself,  went  down  the  back  stairs  and  walked  to  Clayton  where  he 
took  the  morning  train  home. 
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Treadwell  was  tried  and  convicted  Friday,  July  1st. , and  remanded  for  sentence. 
About  five  o'clock  the  same  afternoon  he  escaped  from  jail  in  company  with  John 
Cowell,  a convicted  horse  thief. 


On  the  14th.  day  of  July  the  body  of  a man  was  found  in  the  woods  in  Wood  County, 
Ohio,  one  mile  from  any  road  and  about  thirty-six  miles  from  Adrain.  The  body  was 
badly  decomposed,  but  the  unfortunate  victim  had  received  a series  of  severe  blows 
on  the  head;  as  there  was  a large  fracture  of  the  skull  on  the  right  side.  A club 
lay  near  the  body,  also  a part  of  a lunch  tied  up  in  a calico  rag.  A Mrs.  Eastman, 
living  about  two  miles  from  the  place  where  the  body  was  found,  testified  that  on 
the  fourth  day  of  July  two  men  called  at  her  house  for  dinner.  The  smaller  of  the 
two  men  paid  for  the  dinner  and  also  for  a lunch,  which  she  gave  them  tied  up  in  a ; 
in  a piece  of  calico.  The  larger  of  the  men  carried  a sort  of  a club.  She 
identified  the  calico  and  string  found  by  the  body  as  being  those  she  gave  the 
two  men  and  the  club  as  that  carried  by  one  of  the  men.  A lady  living  in  Hester's 
neighborhood,  being  at  Napoleon  at  the  time  the  body  was  found,  related  the  matter 
on  her  return  home.  Hester  at  once  suspected  the  truth,  went  to  Sandusky  and  caused 
Cowell's  arrest  on  suspicion.  When  arrested  he  had  $200.  in  his  possession.  It 
was  also  said  he  had  had  larger  amounts  and  a gold  watch.  This  he  denied,  but  he 
said  Treadwell  gave  him  $110.  and  his  gold  watch  when  they  parted,  at  two  o'clock 
on  the  morning  of  the  fifth  of  July,  Treadwell  saying  he  was  going  to  Omaha. 


Hester  and  Mrs.  Treadwell  went  to  Napoleon  but  the  remains  were  so  decomposed  that 
identification  was  impossible,  but  they  identified  some  fifteen  articles  found  on 
the  body  as  Treadwell's  property. 


At  the  trial  of  Cowell,  which  took  place  in  May,  1865,  Mrs.  Treadwell  testified 
that  before  Treadwell  left  the  Adrain  jail  she  managed  to  give  him  $990.00  in 
$100.  bills.  A portion  of  them  were  on  the  T1r\i.n  Bank  of  Rochester,  II. Y.  and  one 
such  bill  was  found'  with  Cowell  at  the  time  of  his  arrest.  Hr.  Horace  Welch  cf 
Hudson  identified  the  body  by  workmanship  on  the  teeth.  Cowell  was  convicted  and 
executed  July  7,  1865. 


As  soon  as  it  was  found  that  Treadwell  was  dead,  the  creditors  petitioned  for 
probate  of  his  estate  and  letters  of  administration  were  granted  to  Chauncey  L. 
Treadwell  of  Wheatland.  Suits  were  brought  against  Hester  to  recover  the  money; 
After  considerable  delay  a large  sum  was  recovered.

$1,  83  blocks  of  the  $5  and  38  blocks  of  the  $10  Silver  Certificates. 

He  retired  the  "saddlebacks”,  the  National  Currency  and  put  the  USN’s  in  the  bank 
vaults.  He  reduced  the  size  of  wallets  in  the  nation.  He  replaced  the  British 
Sterlings  as  the  medium  of  World  exchange  value,  something  the-  Green  seal  proceeded 
to  lose(Yes,  Mr.  Green  Seal,  Parkinston's  Lav;  is  right,  bad  money  does  drive  out 
good  money l ) 

They  produced  and  issued  'em  by  the  billions  — 32,064,540,000  in  $l's,  2,676,456,000 
in  $5's  and  184,838,000  in  $10's.  As  of  March  1974,  the  US  Treasury  listed  $212 
million  still  outstanding. 

There  are  less  than  a handful  of  experts  on  my  little  champion.  After  all  these 
years,  I still  consider  myself  a neophyte  as  I frequently  learn  something  new 
about  him.  If  you  want  to  start  a controversary , ask  an  expert  to  explain  "change- 
over, or  holdover,  or  turnover"  bills  to  you.  Because  of  his  versatility  he  can 
be  collected  in  many  desirable  ways  - not  so  with  other  issues.  In  fact,  he!s 
still  working  to  beat  today's  inflation.

Who  knows  where  the  plate  numbers  appear  on  the  three  1896  Series  Educational  Notes? 
The- plate  numbers  on  some  large  size  notes  are  extremely  difficut  to  find.  However, 
with  a good  glass  and  a little  patience,  I did  find  out  .the  following  information. 
For  the  obverse  of  the  $1  note  the  plate  number  is  located  above  the  left  serial 
number  on  the  tablet  or  book  stating,  "Series  of  1896".  The  $1  reverse  plate 
number  is  to  the  left  of  Martha  Washington  in  the  lower  right  corner  of  the  blank 
space.  For  the  obverse  of  the  $2  the  plate  number  is  to  the  left  of  the  Treasurer's 
signature.  The  reverse  plate  number  appears  to  the  right  of  Morse  in  the  blank 
space,  halfway  up  the  note.  The  obverse  of  the  $5  note  bears  the  plate  number  in 
the  bottom  of  the  right  hand  Roman  numeral  v On  the  reverse  the  plate  number  is 
in  the  left  margin  at  a approximately  the  same  level  as  the  word  "Grant”. 

Pick  out  a series  and  report  the  plate  number  locations,  even  some  of  the  old  hands 
don't  know  them  all.

The  collecting  of  Canada's  fractional  currency  has  been  a primary  interest  of  mine 
for  quite  a few  years  and  in  this  article  I should  like  to  illustrate  a few  interest- 
ing points,  which  I feel  may  be  of  interest  to  the  seasonal  collector  as  well  as 
the  beginner. 

There  were  three  issues  of  Canada's  fractional  currency  dated,  1870,  1900  and  1923. 

The  reason  for  the  original  1870  issue  was  that  the  government  wished  to  remove 
from  circulation  the  mass  of  semi-official  and  privately  issued  "tokens"  then  in  use, 
and  the  large  amount  of  American  silver  coins.  To  provide  sufficient  official 
silver  of  the  newly  formed  Dominion,  as  a substitute,  would  take  time  and  in  any 
event  it  probably  appeared  uncertain  what  amount  should  be  made  available. 

The  25  cent  notes  could  be  produced  with  a minimum  of  delay.  They  do  not  seem  to 
have  been  particularly  popular  with  the  banks,  but  were  liked  by  the  people,  being 
found  a convenient  means  of  remitting  small  amounts  by  mail;  useful  as  gifts  to 
children  and  others  and  valued  as  an  unusual  souvenir.  It  is  estimated  that  about 
one  million  dollars'  worth  of  the  small  notes  have  never  been  turned  in  to  be  re- 
deemed, most  of  which  are  probably  held  by  collectors  or  those  who  have  ragged 
notes  tucked  away  in  a dresser  drawer  or  pocketbook. 

Most  collectors  claim  that  a complete  collection  of  fractional  notes  would  total 
forty-six  in  all.  However,  I have  found  that  additional  varieties  exist  as  well  as 
many  minor  varieties  which  occur  in  the  1900  series;  namely,  plate  numbers,  which 
I shall  discuss  in  more  detail  later. 

I have  found  there  are  two  varieties  of  the  1870  "Plain"  issue;  a high  and  low  "25". 
there  are  three  varieties  of  the  very  scarce  1870  letter  "A"  series;  one  with  the 
letter  "A"  below  the  zero  in  the  date  1870;  one  with  the  letter  "A"  immediately  to 
the  left  below  the  zero  in  the  date  1870  and  one  with  the  letter  "A"  immediately 
to  the  right  below  the  zero  in  the  date  1870.  There  are  also  two  varieties  of  the 
1870  letter  "B"  series,  one  variety  showing  a bold  letter  "3"  and  the  other  a faint 
letter  "b". 

Therefore,  we  find  that  seven  varieties  exist  in  the  1870  series,  and  all  are 
signed  by  W.  Dickinson  and  T.  D.  Harrinton. 

Issues  of  1900  and  1923  possibly  were  due  to  popular  demand,  although  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  these  dates  coincide  closely  with  periods  in  which  the 
market  price  of  silver  soared  and  the  minting  of  silver  coinage  fell  off. 

There  are  three  varieties  of  the  1900  series,  one  signed  J.  W.  Courtney,  one  signed 
T.  C.  Boville  and  one  signed  J.  C.  Saunders.  It  appears  the  Saunder's  signature 
is  the  scarcest  variety  to  obtain,  especially  in  uncirculated  condition.  In 
addition,  the  1900  "Boville"  signature  is  found  in  four  minor  varieties;  one  with 
no  plate  number;  one  with  face  plate  number  at  upper  right  and  none  on  back;  one 
v/ith  face  plate  numbers  on  upper  right  and  a back  plate  number  on  lower  right,  and 
•one  v/ith  face  plate  number  on  upper  left  and  a back  plate  number  on  lower  right. 

To  the  best  of  ny  knowledge,  the  Bank  of  Canada  has  the  only  complete  collection 
containing  all  the  varieties. 
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Of  the  1923  icoues,  there  are  forty  varieties;  all  have  red  serial  numbers  and 
all  have  either  of  the  following  serial  letters:  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  H,  J,  K,  L,  or  M 
Ten  are  signed  G.  W.  Hyndman  and  J.  C.  Saunders  v;ith  either  of  the  above  letters 
in  red  preceding  the  serial  number.  Ten  with  the  same  signatures,  but  with  either 
of  the  above  letters  in  black  preceding  the  "25" , and  ten  signed  C.  E.  Campbell  and 
W.  C.  Clark  with  either  of  the  above  letters  in  black  preceding  the  "25".  It  is 
also  interesting  to  note  that  the  1870  issue  is  the  only  scries  of  Canada's 
fractional  currency  in  which  serial  numbers  are  not  present. 


Now,  do  you  have  them  all  in  uncirculated  condition?

Bicentennial  celebration  in  the  state  of  New  Jersey  and  that  peihaps  this  should  be 
one  of  the  places  of  exhibit.  He  has  also  recently  spoken  to  Val  Pasvolskv  and 
urges  his  involvement.  He  has  also  had  some  discourse  with  William  Horton  Jr. , 
President  of  the  Monmouth  Coin  Club  in  Redbank,  New  Jersey. 

Number  three.  No  member  of  the  Delaware  Committee  was  present. 

The  fifty-fifty  cl-b  was  won  by  our  guest,  Lois  Thomas,  in  the  amount  of  $6.50. 

Show  and  Tell  was  started  off  with  Walter  Burkey,  who  showed  an  indented  note  for 
relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  in  Philadelphia.  This  was  dated  1769  and  Walter 
told  a most  interesting  story  regarding. the  note  and  how  the  name  evolved. 
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Dr.  Aspen  showed  a Confederate  note  which  was  attached  to  a souvenir  message  written 
the  day  after  the  surrender  at  Appomattox  and  affixed  to  it  was  a portion  of  a 
Confederate  flag.  He  also  showed  a series  of  notes  which  have  been  artificially 
aged  by  Bill  Anspach  in  an  attempt  to  establish  a stimulus  for  the  "grading  of 
paper  money".  Chuck  O'Donnell  revealed  several  examples  of  materials  made  from 
macerated  notes  and  revealed  that  these  are  becoming  extremely  difficult  to  obtain. 
Chuck  also  showed  the  "Catholic  Note"  and  all  were  interested  in  searching  out  the 
component^  wi th  the  magnifying  glass. 

Joe  Lynch  revealed  a $1.00  legal  note  with  an  interesting  serial  number  A-1492-B. 

He  also  showed  a Continental  Note  in  the  denomination  of  $8.00  and  told  the  story 
of  its  use  as  an  emergency  note  in  May  of  1775. 

A1  Burke  wound  up  the  Show  and  Tell  period  by  comparing  gold  certificates  with  a 
gold  type  set  and  telling  the  story  of  their  discontinuance  in  1933.  This  was  of 
course  quite  appropriate  with  the  return  of  gold  ownership  to  the  American  citizens. 

The  Past  Presidents'  medals  were  then  distributed  by  Donald  Lutz  to  Dr.  Aspen  and 
Ray  Jones  (absent) . 

The  auction  was  dispensed  with  in  lieu  of  Christmas  refreshments  and  a most  enjoy- 
able program  was  given  with  slides  by  Tom  Werner.  He  showed  many  examples  of 
counterfeit  fractionals  and  compared  them  with  the  true  specimens. 

Wayne  Thomas  as  chairman  of  the  Entertainment  Committee  reported  that  the  January 
meeting  would  be  a workshop  and  requested  that  all  members  be  in  attendance  with 
their  Bicentennial  material.  It  was  further  requested  that  Dr. ..  John  Muscalus  be 
invited  for  this  most  important  meeting  as  his  comments  would  be  most  pertinent.
